Federation of Teachers, Local 
743, filed a notice of intent to 
strike last week. Their 
collective bargaining 
agreement with the district 
ends Saturday; if no 
agreement is reached after 
that date, teachers could walk 
that day.

Area’s job market 
remains ‘excellent’ 


Service area to see biggest jump

While most people took the 
weekend off to celebrate Labor 
Day, it also might have been a 
good time to look for a job 

Dennis Hoffman, an 
economist with the Illinois 
Department of Employment 
Security, says the area's job 
market has been very good 
recently — ‘‘excellent actually 
in the past four years,’’ 

According to IDES 
projections, the number of jobs 
in the Metro East — Clinton, 
Jersey, Madison and St. Clair 
counties — will increase by 
14.3 percent from 1992 to 2005. 

In 1992 there were 202,825 
jobs in the Metro East. By 
2005, IDES predicts a total of 


231,745 jobs. 

Statewide, the number of 
jobs is expected to increase by 
18 percent — to 6,397,705 from 
5,393,160. 

The only area to show an 
overall decrease — both 
locally and statewide — is 
mining, which is expected to 
decrease by 24 percent 
throughout the state. This is 
primarily because of the loss 
of coal mining jobs in Southern 
Illinois 

In the Metro East, the 
biggest percentage increase 
will be in services — an 
average 22.3 percent increase. 
Several areas in that category 
— hotel, amusement and 
recreation, and social services

Squirrels and chipmunks are 
particular pests at fall flower 
bulb planting time. Count on 
them to promptly RSVP to fall 

arden parties serving tulip, 
ily or crocus bulbs but not 
daffodils which have a terrible 
taste. Especially popular are 
gardens littered wit! 
bulb-scented debris, those litle 
bags, the papery skins, and 
other tantalizing things. 

Special fans of tree and 
shrub roots are found 
underground. Moles, voles and 
mice are the biggest (actually 
smallish) culprits. They also 
like roots of succulent plants 
and flower bulbs. 

The groundhog, also called 
the woodchuck, is a tunnel 
master who finds any number 
of garden plants appealing 
both above and below the 
ground. 

To dispel any illusions at the 
outset: there is no magic 
bullet for the animal pest 
problem, save the sometimes 
tempting but not very humane 
option of actually using bullets. 
The best one can hope for is 
an appropriate pest 
management solution. 

Pest control options basically 
fall into five major categories: 

Barriers 

Sensory deterrents 

Vegetative deterrents 

Animal deterrents 

If you can’t beat ’em, join 
‘em 








Barriers 

Barriers are the most 
straightforward and many say 
the most effective deterrents. 
The strategy is to make it 
impossible for the critter to 
get to his dinner. 

For deer, a fence is the best 
deterrent. A deer fence should 
be at least seven and a half 
feet high, and an additional 
overhang of chicken wire is a 
good idea. The most effective 

leer fence is a double fence.

something very wide, but can’t 
do both at once. Two fences 
(one high and one moderately 
high) spaced about three feet 
apart are recommended 
(Don’t worry, the deer see two 
fences and don’t jump, so they 
don’t get caught inside J 

Garden centers and other 
retailers also carry various 
types of plastic fencing and 
netting that might be 
appropriate. It is also possible 
to have an electric anti-deer 
fence installed. But this isn’t 
recommended for areas- where 
there are small children or 
close neighbors 

For groundhogs and such, 
fences don't need to be high, 
they need to be deep. About 
three feet deep should do the 
trick. 

Chicken wire is another 
favorite barrier material. This 
can be used to form a cage 
over young plants, or an 
underground cage in which to 
protect bulbs from burrowers 
It’s perfectly acceptable to 
place a sheet of chicken wire 
right on top of the planting 
The bulbs will be smart 
enough to find their way right 
through it. 

Some people take a casual 
(but very effective) approach 
when protecting bulbs from 
squirrels: they just throw on 
an old window screen after 
planting and take it up once 
the ground has settled or 
frozen. 





Sensory Deterrents 

Of course with all the 
fencing and caging, some 
people think the whole thing is 
too much, turning the garden 
into an outdoor Alcatraz. So 
what else is there? 

Sensory deterrents seek to 
dissuade the unwanted garden 
diner by offending his sense of 
smell or taste or or exciting 
his ‘sense of fear and caution. 

The use of cayenne pepper 
and such sprinkled protectively 
on the ground is one method 
some people say works. But 
others point out that this 
method is exceedingly cruel 
Squirrels, for example, can 
easily get the pepper in their 
eyes while trying to rid 
themselves of the noxious 
stuff. Squirrels have been 
known to scratch out their own 
eyes in the process. 

Well it’s hard to hate a 
squirrel that much. So, other

Vegetative Deterrents 

The idea behind vegetative 
deterrents is to surround the 
plants your nocturnal visitors 
like to eat with ones they don’t 
or find repellent 

Deer, for example, don’t like 
thorny things, They also don’t 
eat anemones, astilbes, 
junipers, foxgloves, daffodils, 
sses or a whole host 
In fact, there are 
enough things that deer don't 
eat that you could build a 
cordon around your garden. 
Sort of a garden within a 
garden 

Fritiaria imperialis is also 
something deer don’t like and 
its strong skunky scent is 
repellent to many other 
creatures as well, including 
some humans 

Squirrels and other small 
creatures won’t eat daffodils 
or other narcissi bulbs. These 
are good choices where pests 
are a problem 









Animal Deterrents 

One could get very 
imaginative on the subject of 
animal deterrents, but why not 
just get a big dog? This is a 
solution that many professional 
growers are beginning to 
embrace.

One school of thought holds 
that if you feed your animal 
friends first, they’ll leave your 
garden alone. Squirrel feeders 
and other animal feeders are 
widely available. The idea 
here is to make it so easy for 
them to eat that ravaging your 
garden seems too much effort. 

Some swear by this. But 
others point out that by 
feeding the pest population, 
you encourage them to swell 
their ranks. 

In the end, each gardener 
has to find his or her own 
answers. There's really no one 
solution. But take heart, 
though the Sight of your 
ravaged garden may make you 
want to unleash your more 
violent nature, there may be 
another way.

State municipal bond funds

If courts cannot verify your 
leasing agreement, then the 
ruling may be changed to 
practices customary in the 
area. A written description 
provides the proper 
verification 

To satisfy the minimum 
legal requirement, a written 
lease must have the following: 
an accurate propérty 
description; a definite term of 
tenure; a definite rental fee; 
the designation of time and 
place of payment; the specific 
names of lessor and lessee; 
and the signature of the 
parties involved. This will 
make the lease legal but not 
necessarily good. 

A well-written lease not only 
protects the original parties, 
owners and operators, but also 
their heirs. The written lease 
can help prevent disputes and 
provide a basis for change as 
needed. The length of tenure 
should be defined in the 
written lease, as well as 
provisions for extension and a 
reasonable notice period before 
termination. The written lease 
will also spell out termination 
procedures. The written lease 
provides solid evidence of the 
owner's authority for 
participation in the 
management. With Internal 
Revenue and Social Security 
rules changing often, this is an 
important component to the 
farm lease. 

There are a few advantages 
of a written lease. The written 
lease is a sound business 
practice and not an expression 
of distrust or lack of 
confidence in either business 
partner. Lease forms are 
available at your Extension 
office or can be prepared by 
your attorney

New laws fight drunken driving 


By Marge Wilson

The four strong bills aimed at drunk driving 
approved by the Illinois General Assembly this 
year and signed by the governor may have 
been partially inspired by the GAR death a 
year ago of Princess Diana, which some have 
attributed to an inebriated driver 

“The big push forthe bills was unfortunately 
the tragedy with Princess Diana,’” said Brad 
Fralick, the executive director of the Illinois 
chapter of MADD, Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving. 

“MADD has never been as busy. People have 
finally said, ‘We’re sick of this,” Fralick said 
“The General Assembly this year declared 

war against drunk driving. There’ve never 
been so many bills by the General Assembly 
dealing with drunk driving.” 

Fralick enumerated the new Illinois laws, the 
most important of which he considers House 
Bill 2899, the reckless homicide/‘‘truth in 
sentencing” bill. The bili requires that a person 
convicted of reckless homicide in which alcohol 
or drugs are involved must serve no less than 
85 percent of his sentence 

Reckless homicide involving drugs or alcohol 
is a Class 2 felony carrying a maximum 
sentence of 14 years. 

“In the last two years, the average sentence 
imposed has been eight years with the average 
time served 2.9 years,” Fralick said. Fralick 
said MADD is especially proud of this bill 
because “‘It was written by us; we got the 
sponsors and the people doing the testifying,”’ 
he said. 














‘Another important bill was HB2306, the ‘‘four 


strikes and you're out” bill. This new law 
attacking repeat offenders says that a person 
caught driving with a suspended or revoked 
license for the fourth time, a Class 2 felony 
can never get a driver’s license again 

An additional section of the bill allows the 
states attorney to decide to seize and forfeit a 





vehicle from a person driving with a-suspended 





or revoked license 
“We were amazed that the General 
Assembly was able to pass this,"’ Fralick

effort ‘‘but losing a Rolls-Royce would be one 
stiff fine,” Fralick said = 

House Bill 2306 raises the cost for reinstating 
a driver’s license for a second-time DUI 
offender from $60 to $250, Most of the fine — 
$190 — goes into the Drunk Driving Prevention 
Fund. Another part of the bill states that a 
person who refuses to take a blood alcohol test 
for the ond time loses his or her license for 
three years 

The third new law. — Senate Bill 1695 — is 
called the “ignition interlock” law, requiring a 
sort of breathalator test before a driver’s car 
will start. 

According to the new regulation, if the 
secretary of state’s office declares a 
second-time offender a risk, the person must 
have a device installed in the car at his or her 
own expense and must breathe into it in order 
for the car to start. The car will not start if 
there is sufficient alcohol on the person’s 
breath. 

In addition, the device will continually test 
the air in the vehicle and start the horn 
honking if the odor is strong enough. The car 
will stop after a short period and will not start 
again until a representative of the company 
manufacturing the device arrives, Fralick said 

To make this method even more striking, a 
computer chip keeps a record of all this 
activity and, “The information will be used 
sainst you in getting your license back,”’ 
Fralick said. 

A pilot program shows that the new law will 
really work, Fralick said. In homes with more 
than one car, the program reduced recividism 
by 65 per cent and in a home with just one car, 
by 96 percent, he said.

ate summer/early 
fall has always been 
the ideal time to 
plant.

The dwindling sunlight 
and cooler evenings 
provide optimum growing 
conditions for newly 
planted trees and shrubs. 





Here are some planting 
tips to help get your new 
trees and shrubs off to the 
best possible start. 


As with any project, 
preparation pays. The first 
step is to dig a hole at least 
three times wider, but only 
slightly deeper than the 
root ball. Replace up toa 
third of the soil removed 
from the hole with organic 
material, such as compost, 
well-rotted manure or peat 
moss. Sprinkle some bone 
meal in with it to ensure 
good root development. 


Thoroughly mix all these 
amendments with the s: 
This soil/amendment mix 
will be referred to as 
backfill. 





If the plant is potted, 
remove it from its 
container, loosen the roots 
with your fingers, and set 
the plant in the hole. Make 
sure the plant is straight, 
then partially fill the hole 
with backfill. Soak the soil 
in the hole with water, and 
continue adding backfill 
until it is level with the 
surrounding soil. 


It is extremely important 
to supply water from now 
until the ground freezes. 
This virtually ensures the 
plant will survive the 
upcoming winter. Here's 
where a little more 
preparation pays off. 


Form a little moat by 
mounding soil in a ring 
around the planting area. 
Fill this basin two or three 
times when you water, 
allowing the water to soak 
down to the plant's roots 
each time. The soil should 
be kept moist the first 
couple of weeks after 
planting. If there is 
sufficient rainfall, the plant 
may not need extra water. 


After the first two weeks, 
gradually decrease the 
amount of water the plant 
receives. 


The new plant will need 
protection from cold 
injury, wind damage and all 



















the other harsh effects that 
winter brings. A mulch 
around the base of the 
plant will insulate the root 
system. We recommend 
Frank's Landscape Fabric, 
along with a decorative 
mulch covering such as 
bark nuggets. 


Stake the trees to keep 
them from being blown 
around in the wind. Don't 
make the mistake of 
staking the tree too tightly. 
Newly-planted trees need 
to sway slightly in the 
breeze, but not 
excessively. 


Balled and Burlapped 

Planting these shrubs 
and trees is basically the 
same as container plants. 
Dig the same size hole and 
prepare the backfill as you 
would for the container 
plants. The biggest 
difference here is how you 
handle the root system. 
The roots of balled and 
burlapped plants are much 
more fragile than container 
plants, and they should not 
be loosened or otherwise , 
disturbed. Cut the twine or 
wire wrapped around the 
base of the trunk or stem 
after you've placed the 
plant in the hole. 


Don't remove the burlap 
from the root ball. Instead, 
pull it down around the 
sides of the root ball sono 
burlap will be above the 
soil level. 


If the burlap is made of a 
synthetic material, it will 
have to be removed after 
you've positioned the plant 
in the hole. 


When the planting's 
complete, follow the same 
watering and care 
guidelines as you would 
potted plants.

When it was discovered in 
the 1970s that many 
Alzheimer’s patients had high 
levels of aluminum in their 
brains, aluminum pans 
suddenly were a source of 
worry for many cooks. But, do 
we still need to be concerned? 

After years of study, the 
National Institutes of Health 
and the Alzheimer’s 
Association both have ruled 
out the connection between 
aluminum and Alzheimer’s 
disease. It now is believed that 
the high levels of aluminum 
found in the brains of many 
Alzheimer’s patients may have 
been caused by something in 
the brain itself, and not by an 
overload of aluminum in the 
body. 

It is true that some 
aluminum does leach out from 
aluminum pans into your food, 
especially by acidic foods, like 
tomato sauce. However, the 
amount of leaching is very, 
very small. For example, the 
amount of aluminum in 
spaghetti sauce cooked in an 

juminum pan for three hours 
and then stored in the same 
pan overnight increased from 
2.5 milligrams to 7.5 
milligrams per quart of 
product. However, the amount 
of aluminum in one cup of this 
sauce was less than 5 percent 
of what a person typically 
might ingest in one day.

Tt was changed from May 
to September to avoid all 
the events that usually 
occur at that time of year 
and also to symbolize the 













autumn of life. 

President Jimmy Carter 
signed the law designating 
the Sunday after Labor Day 
as National Grandparents 
Day, so the first official 
observance was in 1979. 
The statute’s preamble 
cites the purpose of the day 
“to honor grandparents, to 
give grandparents an 
opportunity to show love for 
their children’s children, 
and to help children 
become aware of strength, 
information and guidance 
older people can offer.” 

Grandparents Day 
observances don’t have to 
be elaborate, but should 
create a bonding between 
generations. It is a great 
time to bring old photos out 
of the attic so grandparents 
can identify long-lost 
relatives and ancestral 
lines for a family tree. 

As is typical of 
differences in generations, 
some grandparents may not 
feel comfortable owning a 
microwave oven, but the 
grandchildren assuredly do 
Those same grandchildren 
can use the appliance to 
create ornaments or other 
keepsakes from salt dough.

and school officials. Data from Harvard 
University’s School of Public Health 
confirms that some head lice in the U.S. 
now resist permethrin, the leading 


treatment.

The National Pediculosis Association 
now is putting together a national 
epidemiological atabase to track 
outbreaks and treatment failures. This is 
not an easy task as school situations and 
childhood habits, which encourage the 
spread of hair lice, are hard to trace. 

Consumers spent $150 million on lice 
remedies last year and schools have 
reported a large increase in the number 
of lice cases in the past few years. 

Head lice cannot fly or jump from 
person to person. They usually are passed 
via comb sharing, hats, protective helmets 
and other personal items. 

Any child repeatedl: scratching should 
be checked for head lice, which look like

secondary ingredient, added 
almost as an afterthought. 

Jack Bishop, author of 
“The Complete Italian 
Vegetarian Cookbook”’ 
(Houghton Mifflin, $: SI 
says, ‘‘Italian cooks always 
start with the vegetables.

Mercedes-Benz CLK is a handsome, sporty coupe

The four-eyed face of the Mercedes- 
Benz CLK looks like a baby E-class 
sedan, but slide behind the wheel and the 
snug fit of its cockpit-like interior rein- 
forces the fact it is smaller and sportier 
than the mid-size E320. 

Even though it rides on the same basic 
chassis as the C-class sedan, the CLK is 
oriented to drivers who want 215 horse- 

ower, crisp handling and a rock-solid 
eel. Its two-door coupe body, with steeply 
slanted windshield and curved rear 
roofline, is not only handsome, but one of 
the most stylish in the Mercedes line 

Prices for the CLK start at about 
$40,000, This fall there will be two more 
models: .a cabriolet, for $47,200, and the 

owerful CLK430, with a 275-horse, 4.3- 
iter V-8 and AMG sport package, for 
$47,900. My test drive, however, was con- 
fined to the V-6 powered CLK320. 

Whereas the C280 sedan has a 2.8-liter 
V-6, the CLK320 gets the larger 3.2-liter 
V-6 that is also used in the E-class. This 
newly: designed engine, the first V-6 ever 
designed by Mercedes, shares much of its 
basic architecture with the 4.3-liter V-8, 
and that necessitates a balance shaft to 
tame some inherent vibrations. Three 
valves per cylinder, two intake and one 
exhaust, as well as two spark plugs per 
cylinder, have been employed to improve 
efficiency and lower emissions.

Use air bags despite risk 
of eye injuries 
By Rick Stoff 


Deploying air bags have caused eye injuries to automobile 
passengers. but the American Academy of Ophthalmology 
has advised motorists not to switch off their bags. 

Air bags slap vehicle occupants in the face at 200 mph 'to 
keep their heads 2 aking contact with dash- 
boards and steering whee ademy said air bags 
have caused eye injuries ranging from bruises to ruptures 
and blindness. However, the organization said the vast 
majority of eye injuries are minor. Considering that air 
bags have saved more than 2,500 lives since 1987, the acade- 
my said the air bag should remain active 

Even people who have had previous eye injuries, includ- 
ing the fone of vision in one eye, should keep their air bags 
in operating condition. The academy said the injuries that 
can result from hitting your face on a harder object are 
lik ly to be more serious than those caused by the deploying 
air bag. 

“The air bag is more likely to prevent than cause serious“ 
ocular injury,” said Dr. Dante Pieram. an adviser to the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Administration. “Overall 
the life-saving benefits of air bags far outweigh the risk o 
ocular injury.”

The company found that 55 percent of people who would
